CHICAGO, December 1.—A AVashiug- 


ton special says: HOB. Edward Mac- 
pheraon, of Pennsylvania, who has been 
Secretary of the National Bepnblican 
Congressional Committee ever since he 
served in Congress, wiis nt the Capitol 
to-day, and when asked it be thought 
the Republicans would elect a majority 
of the National House of Representa- 
tives, he aaid: Beyond a question— 
that is, unless the hands of those who 
have tUe general management of the 
campaign are tied, as they wore last 
year. 
Wo could just as easily have 


elected a majority of the present lower 
house of Congress as we could have 
done anything. The fact is some of 
tha most prominuet Republicans in the 
Senate and House and in piivate walks 
of life discouraged the idea of the party 
having control of the Fiftieth Congress. 
They not only diocournged it indirectly, 
but they openly demanded that efforts 
to elect a majoiity of the House should 
be suspended. 
They argued that it 


was not good policy to havu a ma- 
jority in both housos while the Ad- 
ministration was Democratic. 
They 


held that a Republican majority in the 
Senate would check all undesirable leg- 
islation, while a working Democratic 
majority iu tha House would give the 
Administration an opportunity by incu- 
bating Democratic measures to show its 
hand and cloven foot to the conutvy. 


"Not n dollar of mousy was sent into 


nuy district by thu National Committee 
to assist iu the election of Republicans.

When the road reaches Susan- 
ville, that lively mountain town will be 
much livelier than ever. About 300 
men are now at work on the line.
